CHANNEL LAKE- After analyz- 
ing the results of tile census of the 
Channel Lake school district taken 
recently, the school board decided 
at its meeting on Jan. 19 that it 
would be unnecessary to add on any 
rooms to the present school at this 
time. 

Very little growth in population 
was shown by the present figures 
as compared with the figure 
reached In the last census, taken 
about five years ago. 

At that time the , total district 
population was 1080. The total pop- 
ulation in this census was 1100. 

The census taken five years ago 
did not include a breakdown of fig- 
ures showing how many of this num- 
ber were children of school or pre- 
school age, so the board had no basis 
for comparison on this score. 

However, the board plans to take 
another complete census in about 
three years, for comparison with the 
present figures. 

Complete figures of the census 
weer as follows: 

Number of persons over 21 — 646; 
persons of high school age or over, 
but under 21 — 80; children of ele- 
mentary school age, 214; children 
of pre-school age, 160. 

Of the children of pre-school age, 
those born in 1954 (which would 
constitute the first grade in the com- 
ing school year) were 32; in 1955, 
21; in 1956, 25; in 1957, 28; in 1958, 
28; in 1059, 24. 

Of the 214 children of elementary 
school age, 147 were enrolled in 
Channel Lake school as of Nov. 10. 
of this school year, the remainder, 
or 67, attending parochial or other 
schools. 

If this figure holds true generally, 
the board expects about one-third 
of the children reaching school age 
each year to be absorbed by paro- 
chial schools. 

The board also decided to inves- 
tigate the possibility of more com- 
plete health insurance coverage for 
the' school children, and to compile 
complete figures on the cost of

Indoor facilities for the girls 
both as to teaching stations, and 
locker-room accommodations would 
be inadequate II the enrollment in- 
creases any appreciable amount. 

The outdoor facilities are ade- 
quate as to area but do need exten- 
sive development. At the present 
time classes must cross a mechani- 
cally unprotected railroad crossing. 

As a safety measure and to facili- 
tate access to this area any develop- 
mental plans should include an un- 
derpass. 

It Is understood that serious con- 
sideration is being given to such a 
passageway at the present time. 

Development of the outdoor area 
would be the only major improve- 
ment needed if the school population 



in the district had reached a static 
state.

Storm sewers seem to be another 
problem. Some of them appear to 
be inadequate to handle the im- 
mense volume of drain-off after 
heavy downpours. 

The means of solving the problem 
have not been fully discussed as 
yet but serious consideration is be- 
ing given it by some of the local 
inhabitants. i 

At one location in Unit 1, the 
water after a prolonged downpour 
backs up so much that it forms what 
amounts to a little lake. This little 
lake covers Chesney drive to a depth 
of several inches, blocking the drives 
of some of the home owners. 

While the water is across the road, 
it remains impassable. Even with 
repeated complaints by irate rest* 
dents, nothing has been done to 
rectify the situation. . 

SEPTICS ALSO present^ prob- 
lem. More thania few>4iomes in 
the area were built/Tn locations 
where proper sewer qrainage is not 

possible. 

Although there .has been quite a 
bit of trouble from ibis quarter, 
much of it has-been kept quiet due 
to the thinking that it would lessen 
property values. 

At least something will probably 
he done in the not too distant future. 
Ideas are being talked j over at the 
meetings and among the residents 
themselves. 

Recently, after the last flooding 
over of Chesney drive, one of the 
important personages in the Hills 
decided that the Property Owners 
association ought to. sue. 

This went along fine until some- 
body asked the question — "Sue 
who?" That ended the whole sug- 
gestion. The idea seemed totally 
impractical since there was nobody 
actually responsible. 

Other, more practical ideas, al- 
ready have been put into action to 
get the cause snowballing. 

Harold Riley, association presi- 
dent, is going to select a committee 
. to check into the above difficulty 
with Fred Popp, Lake Villa town- 
ship road commissioner, and M. E. 
Amstutz, superintendent of the 
county highway department. 

ANOTHER THOUGHT, as yet in 
the rumor stage, is that John Rule, 
the subdivision developer, would 
have to put in a sewer disposal sys- 
tem in a new section of thfi Hills he 
is developing. 

This is to conform with a new re- 
zoning of the proposed addition to 
the Hills. If that is so, and he does, 
residents were speculating the pos- 
sibility of hooking up with the sys- 
tem instead of using their septics. 
Of course, the cost would be quite 
large due to the irregularity of the 
land surface, but nonetheless, would 
be beneficial to some of the resi- 
dents. 

Others, with no .trouble, don't 
want a hookup, even if the system 
is built. 

Fox Lake Hills is just one of the 
growing communities in Lake coun- 
ty with a problem of disposal and 
drainage, but it is trying to do some- 
thing. 

The talks on planning and zoning 
and related subjects being given 
every other Tuesday night at 7:30 
at the Grant Community high 
school in Fox Lake show people's 
desire to learn just .what can be 
done. 

Anyone interested in broadening 
his knowledge is urged to attend 
these free lectures. The next one 
jvill be on Feb. 9,

If the lining is light-weight; the 
dress and lining fabrics may be 
stitched as one. However, it's bet- 
ter to stitch the skirt fabric and 
lining fabric separately. 

The' lining Is then, fastened Into 
the the waistband and at the side 
zipper. Darts should always be 
stitched separately. If the fabrice 
are not bulky, the side seams may 
be sewn together hi one setttn. 

Another check point for linings 
is the grain-line, position. The 
lengthwise grain should go up and 
down, just like the outer fabric 
grain. If a selvedge, rather than « 
hem, finishes the bottom of the lin- 
ing, beware. The fabric. tit cut on 
crosswise grain and will not give 
the desired reinforcement. 

Some ' lined garments present 
shrinkage problems. Occasionally 
the fabric and the lining shrink difv 
ferently. This Is cause for a legiti- 
mate complaint. Take the gannent 
back and ask the retailer to make 
an adjustment. 

Lined garments may be more ex- 
pensive than unlined, since labor 
costs are a major coat factor. Ob- 
viously sewing the outer fabric hud 
lining as one fabric Is less costly 
than sewing then* separately.
